DECISIONS 

A question asked by a Chapter raised the question of the manner in 
which members should enter and leave the Chapter Room during Recess. 
As this question has never been dealt with by Grand Chapter, I made the 
following ruling after consulting with the Grand Patron, Grand Secretary 
and some of the Past Grand Matrons and Patrons who were available 
at the time:— 




“Our Ritual says that the Sign of Salutation is ‘given by mem¬ 
bers upon entering or retiring from a Chapter while in session.’ 
The Chapter is in session as long as the Bible is open on the altar. 
Therefore, if a recess is called for members to go in and out of the 
Chapter room, the Bible must first be closed, and upon resuming 
work, the Chapter proven and Bible opened in the regular way. 
If recess is called merely to be at ease in the Chapter room, the 
Bible can be left open hut the Warder and Sentinel must not leave 
their stations, and members retiring or entering during such recess 
will do so in the same manner as when the Chapter is in Session.” 


I was asked to interpret what would constitute “proof of Masonic 
relationship,” in accordance with Amendment to Section 17 of the Con¬ 
stitution. The onus of proving Masonic relationship is placed upon the 
applicant for initiation. The members of the Order of the Eastern Star 
should not probe into matters pertaining to the Masonic Order and it 
would not be practical for us to define just what form the “necessary 
proof” should take. So long as the proof submitted is satisfactory to the 
brother on the Investigating Committee, our requirements are met.

It is difficult to express my sincere appreciation and gratitude for the 
many courtesies extended to me by way of invitations to various func¬ 
tions from individuals, groups and Chapters. Some I have not been able 
to accept but those!I could attend will stand out as “events” in my life. It 
would be impossible to enumerate them all, and I should like those res¬ 
ponsible for the affairs to know they were most appreciated. 

However, I should especially like to refer to the pleasure that was 
mine when the two Lethbridge Chapters entertained at a joint reception 
in my honour. It was delightful to renew old friendships made many 
years ago and to form new ones. I also appreciated the dinners ar¬ 
ranged in my.honour by Sister McMillian and Sister Carpenter. 

I am most appreciative of the hospitality and entertainment pro¬ 
vided by individuals and Chapters in Edmonton; the dinner parties ar¬ 
ranged by the Worthy Grand Patron and Sister Taylor, Brother and 
Sister Bull and Sister Pearl Johnston.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


y 1. That the Bible be opened as referred to in the Proceedings of 
General Grand Chapter by opening both sides at the same time, thus 
the sign of salutation becomes the third movement. I asked one or two 
conductresses to do this so as to make a comparison and find it is more 
rnple and more easy for the conductress to do nicely. 


2. That when the Introduction of Visitors is the order of business 
and the conductress or conductresses once leave stations to perform the 
required duties, the one or both do not return until that order of business 
is .completed. I have not designated any position to be taken between 
Introductions and would suggest it be left to the Chapters or decided 
upon at this Grand Session, 
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3. That provision be made in the Constitution whereby when the 
number of resident members of a chapter becomes less than twenty 
(which is the number required to constitute a Chapter) that the Charter 
must be automatically surrendered, unless the Worthy Grand Matron 
finds that circumstances would warrant her granting a dispensation to 
carry on for a time. This, I think, is important and relieves the Worthy 
Grand Matron of perhaps stigmatizing a Chapter by arresting the Charter 
and puts the onus on the Chapter to surrender it. 



4. That the initiatory workxif the Order should not be done except 
fn a regular Chapter Room, unless by special dispensation. I find this 
being done in private homes. 

5. That a picture of the First Grand Chapter be included in the 
1 1 proceedings of this Grand Session. 


6. That Grand Chapter revert to its former practice and that the 
Installation of Grand Chapter Officers be the prerogative of the retiring 
Worthy Grand Matron. 


7. That subordinate Chapters note it is the duty of the Chapter 
Marshal and Chaplain to fill their stations at Installation. They may 
waive their rights, in which case the Installing Officer has the prerogative 
of appointment. 


GOOD OF THE ORDER 

Under this heading I should like to mention the excellent work done 
by the Joint Sick Committees in Edmonton, Calgary and Lethbridge. 
These Committees are doing a wonderful work and expressing in their 
service to the suffering and sorrowing who come to our cities, the virtues 
which should adorn our lives. 

If I might make a suggestion, which, in my opinion, after visiting 
the Chapters, would help us to get the real meaning of true fraternalism 
with a realization of the need for more kindness, more love, more 
charity and tolerance in our actions and judgment of others, avoid cliques 
and the misuse of the black ball. These are two outstanding conditions 
which are a detriment to the Order. 

To avoid the former, I should like to emphasize that members enter 
into a full and free discussion of business matters in the Chapter Room 
and not outside in groups and particularly not before those not members. 
A free discussion of all matters in a businesslike manner without per¬ 
sonalities is truly ideal. 

1 should like to leave a thought with you regarding the black ball 
or cube. We must guard our portals and though the black ball should 
be used where our conscience dictates, and persistent use of just one 
savors of petty spite, and causes distressing heartaches.
